If the Mackinaw trout could be 


fished for with a light rod and tackle, 
as salmon are, said a New Yorker who 
has been trying those £ame Lake 
Michigan fish, the title of the salmon 
as king1 of game fish would fall at 
once. The Mackinaw trout is stronger 
than the salmon, of greater average 
weight, equally as tactful, and as fierce 
a, fighter as that Uoliath of fresh- 
water fish the muskalloage. A bout 
with one of these trout at the end of a 
hundred feet of line on a supple split 
ibamboo rod would give the sturdiest 
salmon fisherman enough of hard and 
exciting work to satisfy him for the 
day. 
Eighteen, twenty, and even 


twenty-five pounders are by no means 
uncommon, and thirty-pounders excite 
no more than ordinary comment.

Popular Favorite.

Being Everywhere Hailed by Republicans 


•s the CoTiing President—Another

to Enthusiastic Crowds. 


DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 12.—"American 


markets for American products, Amer- 
ican workshops for American work- 
men." This was Gov. McKinlejS ral- 
lying cry yesterday as he crossed the 
Wolverine st ate from the Illinois bor- 
der to the Ci ty of the Straits, and it, met 
with the responsive approbation of 
•cores of thousands of sturdy Michigan 
men and women folk. 


The trip was rendered doubly inter- 


esting by tb a pre.senee of <»en. Kubsell 
A. Alger, -who good-naturedly yielded 
the palm to his distinguished brother 
in politics ft om Ohio when the crowds 
at every slopping place persisted in 
cheering; for McKinley as the next pres- 
ident of the United States.

when Detroit was reached last 


Alger put it tersely, al- 
though with something of alliteration, 
when he said that the speeches of the 
day had be< n "Terse truths, tellingly 
told to toilets." 


The special train provided by the 


Michigan sj ate central committee left 
the Illinois state capital at midnight, 
and when Adrian, Mich , was reached, 
it was sidetracked until 9 o'clock, the 
hour assigned by the local committee 
for its demonstration 
A procession 


with music flags and numerous canvas 
banners wi< h appropriate inscriptions 
escorted tho visitor through the town 
to the fair (grounds, two miles distant 
GOT. 
McKinley rode in a carriage 


drawn by 'our white horses, and be- 
fore which was borne *. banner with 
the inscription: "McKinley Will Reed 
Them in 1806." 
This play upon the name of the ex- 


•peaker of the national house was re- 
ceived with appreciative cheers by the 
crowds that lined the streets and in 
which thei-e were many people who 
had crossed the line from the govern- 
or's own state. 


At the fair grounds a, crowd of about 


4,000 had cssembled, and Gov. McKin- 
ley spoke for twenty-eight minutes. 
He insisted that there were only two 
•ways through which adequate em- 
ployment could be provided for Ameri- 
can workingmen.

or else 
the

the American workmen must be 
brought down to the level of the pau- 
per labor of Europe, so that America 
might be able to compete in open mar- 
ket with the nations of the earth, and 
thus tauwgnnting a contest that would 
end in the survival of the fittest He 
wonld ten thousand times rather make 
it more dHHoult for foreign goods to 
enter this market than to make it dif- 
ficult for the American toller to earn a 
comfortable livelihood. The senti- 
ment was received with cheers that 
lasted for several minutes, and were 
renewed time and again when the gor- 
ernordrew a graphic picture of the 
present condition of woolgrowers and 
the farmers, as compared with four 
years ago. 
At Tecvtmseh, the next stopping 


place, the governor contented himself 
with shaking hands with as many of 
the crowd as could reach the rear plat- 
form of tb j car. 


.AtCiinton, whore bespoke for five 


minutes, i banner stretched across the 
.railroad tracks bore the inscription, 
«*McKinlej in '06," and as the train 
moved out of the depot three cheers for 
•'Our nex president" were called for 
and given with a will. Thereupon 
Gen. Alge-, who had joined the party 
at Adriai, and who had placed his 
private car at its disposal for the trip, 
turned to Gov. McKinley and jokingly 
remarked. "Now, this is pretty rough 
on me, go rernor, to come into my own 
state and appropriate my own little 
boom." 


With a broad smile illuminating his 


countenance, Gov. McKinley retorted 
that he was simply the guest of Gen. 
Alger's party in the state, and that he 
would rather create a boom for the 
general lhan appropriate any rem- 
nants of one to himself. 


Later ia the clay, after the same 


shouts and the same cheers had brcn 
heard at numeions stopping places, 
Gen. Alger threw up his arms and re- 
marked in a serio-comic deprecatory 
way that he abdicated and resigned 
everything, for it was apparent that 
Gov. 
McKinley owned the state of 


Michigan 


When J ackson was reached that city 


was entei turning the biggest crowd in 
its history, and what deemed to be a 
•olid wail of humanity, marched be- 
fore and behind the carriages for a dis- 
tance of a mile to the fair grounds.

WEI-JU CAPTURED. 


The Japanese Expect to bo In ForaeMlon 


of Honkdan Early In November. 


LOMJOV, Get. 12.—A dispatch to the 


Central News from Tokio bays that a 
detachment of Japanese cavalry and 
infantry Wednesday made an attack 
upon and runted a force of 2,000 Chi- 
nese at Wei-Ju, and that the place re- 
mains in the hands of the Japanese. 


It is reported by the Japanese of- 


ficials that 10,000 Chinese troops occupy 
the north bank of the Yaln river, where 
they have completed eight batteries 
and are building more. 


Field Marshal Count Yamagata has 


established his base of operations at 
Ping Yang, which is convenient to the 
sea and easy of access for supplies. It 
is generally hoped that the Japanese 
will be in possession of Moukden by 
the early part of November. 


Other important military operations 


are under way, but their objects are as 
yet kept secret. Early results, how- 
ever, are expected. 


China has been formally notified of 


the surrender and of the dispatch to 
Nagasaki of the ship Tenkyonaru, to- 
gether with her European and Chinese 
crew.

The heavy guns could 
be brought forward but slowly, and 
the troops were compelled often to wait 
for supplies. Pioneer troops had to be 
used repeatedly to make the roads 
passable 


The main Japanese column reached 


Yung Chon, a short distance to the 
south of Wei-Ju, on October 4 There 
were no signs of the enemy. Pour days 
later the scouts who had been sent out 
toward Wei-Ju reported that a small 
Chinese force still occupied the city. 
The strength of the enemy nas esti- 
mated at 2,000. 


A strong body of infantry and cav- 


alry, supported by light artillery, was 
thrown for\%ard at once 
The Chinese 


offeied little icsistanee 
They retired 


before the first attacking party, and 
eventually broke and fled across the 
Yaln. The Chinese loss was hardly 
more than 100 killed and wounded 


The Japanese line of communication 


is now complete throughout Coroa 
The Japanese expect further rein- 
forcements to come to Wei-Ju by water. 


A Japanese official has been ap- 


pointed governing commissary of Wei- 
Ju. The field telegraph has been in 
working order since Wednesday even- 
Ing, a.nd a regular courier service be- 
tween Wei-Ju and the rear of the col- 
nmn began yesterday. 


The Central news correspondent in 


Tokio says that the emperor of Japan 
will receive the eight Corean officials 
who will start for Hiroshima on Satur- 
day to thank him for suppressing the 
Corean rebellion. The envoys will pre- 
sent to his majesty a memorial re- 
questing that Japan undertake to pro- 
tect Corea permanently from foreign 
encroachment.

out the fact that any force like state 
militia, or of the police acting prima- 
rily under another authority, though 
highly efficient in their appropriate 
service, cannot be made a reliable in- 
strument for the prompt and effective 
execution of national laws. The coun- 
try is now for the first time squarely 
confronting the necessity of mak- 
ing adequate 
provision, 
not only 


for 
defense 
against 
any 
possi- 


ble foreign aggression, but also 
for defense against domestic 
vio- 


lence in the form of forcible resistance 
to the laws of the United States, and it 
is pointed out that the vast extent of 
the United States territory, with the 
great amount rtf property, either be- 
longing to the United States or under 
its protection, makes manifest that the 
present strength of the army is inade- 
quate to the performance ot the serv- 
ices which may at any time be required. 
The present condition of the country, 
with a population of nearly 70,000,000, 
under the danger of disorder now 
known to exist cannot be met by 
the same force that was deemed ade- 
quate twenty-five years ago when the 
population was less than half its pres- 
ent amount and domestic violence was 
not apprehended. One man to four- 
teen square miles of territory is surely 
a very small guard to protect property 
and prevent violation of law, leaving 
out of consideration the force neces- 
sary to guard the extended sea coast 
against sadden attack by a foreign 
enemy.

FIFTY THOUSAND STAMPS 


Stolen by itn Employe of the Trcnaury De- 


partment—The Worst May 


Mot Yet be Known. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 12.—William E 


Smith, of Elizabeth, N. J, aged 32 
years, an employe of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing, was arrested 
here at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
by Andrew Me Williams, chief clerk of 
the secret service, for stealing 50,000 
two-cent postage stamps from the bu- 
reau. 


Mr. Smith was 
appointed 
three 


months ago to a subordinate position 
in the treasury department and as- 
signed to work in the bureau of en- 
graving and printing. 
In his position 


he helped mail packages of postage 
stamps to nil orders of postmasters. 


On September 26 last he was given 


an order to fill from the postmaster at 
Ionia, Mich. The order called for two 
packages of two-cent postage stamps 
of 50,000 each. Smith put up only one 
package instead of two, although he 
took two packages of 50,0000 stamps 
each, secreting the other about his per- 
son. 


The secret service officers believe 


Smith had a confederate, and they ex- 
pect soon to effect his arrest. The 
theory is that Smith, after he stole the 
stamps, by means of confederates, dis- 
posed of them at various places about 
the city. 


Smith, by direction of Secretary Car- 


lisle, was summarily dismissed from 
the service of the treasury late yester- 
day afternoon. Fears are expressed 
that other packages of postage stamps 
may be found missing, and that the 
robbery may be more extensive than 
now appears. 


Postmasters will be asked to report 


if all orders for stamps made by them 
recently have been filled.
